Von Hindenburg Would Make Him Out a

Berlin, March 20 (Via Copenhagen).
Aroused by recent criticism of former
Emperor William regarding his flight
from Germany to Tlolland last fall, Field
Mashftl Von Hindenberg has prepared
and published a defense of the
action. After depicting the situation as
it existed in November, caused by the
weakening of the array, the doubtful re-

liability of the forces in the field and
the breaking out of the revolution at
home, the field marshal writes:

"The peaceful return home of the em-

peror then became impossible. It could

only have been carried out through the
forceful employment of loyal troops, and
civil war would have been added to the
hostilities with the enemy.

"The emperor could have betaken him-

self to the fighting troops in order to
meet death at their head in a last attack
upon the enemy, but the armistice so

keenly desired by the people would there-

by have been postponed and the lives of
many soldiers uselessly sacrificed. The

emperor finally, in agreement with his
advisers and after a severe mental strug-
gle, decided to leave the country, solely
in the hope that he could thereby best
serve the fatherland, save Germany from
further losses, distress and misery, and
restore peace and order to her."

Washington, D. C, March 20 The war
finance corporation is considering float-
ing a large bond issue, probably of $200,-000,00-

within a few weeks, to provide
funds for railroads and to meet any oth-
er demands on the corporation. The in-

terest rate contemplated is 4 per cent.
The bonds would run for a year or pos-

sibly a year and a half, according to
tentative plans. They would be sold
privately to banks and big business in-

terests in order to minimize interfer-
ence with the popular Victory Liberty
loan campaign.

The bonds would be exempt from all
taxes except estate, inheritance excess
profits, war profits and sur-taxe- and
interest on $5,000 owned by any single
interest would be entirely tax exempt.
The corporation has authority to sell its
bopds below par.

By law, the war finance corporation
may issue up to $3,000,000,000 of bonds,
secured by collateral taken in connection
with the advances already made by the
corporation. No bond have been issued
heretofore, but prospective large ad-

vances to railroads bring the corpora-
tion within sight of possible exhaustion
of the half-billio- dollars authorized as
original capital.

New York, March 20. Eighteen hun-
dred and twenty overseas troops arrived
here to-da- from (St. Nazaire, on the
transport Dakotan. Units aboard in-

cluded the 27th engineers complete with
43 officers and 1,349 enlisted men; the
17th and 137th aero squadron, and a
casual company.

Corporal George, R. Herbfled of Pitts-
burg died on the trip across.

The 27th engineers were organised at
Camp Meade on Oct. 23, 1017, and repre-
sented several nationalities and all
branches of the mining industry. In
France the unit operated with the first
army, taking part in the Marne, St.
Mihicl and Argonne offensives.

In the Argonne they constructed 55
trenches of various kinds under heavy
shell fire and were mentioned in special
orders three times for exceptional work.

CANCELING CONTRACTS SLOWLY.

DIED IN HUN Ph,S0N
Official Notification Came to His Parents,

Mr. and Mrs. John W. Gordon,

From War Department.
Official notification came to Mr. and

Mrs. John W. Gordon last night of the
death of their son, Private Paul D. Gor-

don, in a German prison camp,, the tele-

gram coming from the war department.
It stated that more details would be
supplied in a letter which would follow.

Private Gordon was reported officially
last October as a prisoner in Limburg.
the word coming from the German prison
authorities and stating, as near as could
be determined, that the young man was
well. The family had heard nothing
from the young man some time prior to
that. A report told later by comrades
of the young man to John A. Gordon, a
member of the French army, now in
France, said that Private Gordon was
wounded in the battle of Cambrai, was
captured and died of diphtheria last
October.

The young man was born in Barre
March 4, 1892, and lived here until about
six years ago, when he obtained employ-
ment with the Buffalo Electrical com-

pany of Buffalo, N. Y. Ic attended
school in the grades, Spa.u)dinf high
school and Goddard seminary in this
city. At the outbreak of the Mexican
trouble with the United States he en-

listed in the New York National Guard,
with which he saw service atthe border
until one month before the declaration
of war with Germany. Again his pa-
triotism asserted itself and he

in the army with the same organ-
ization. In May, 191H, he went overseas
with Co. D, 102d engineers, of the 27th
division, and it was with men of this
company that he was captured while go-

ing "over the top" with the tanks which
preceded in the attack.

His many friends will be sorry to learn
of his death, as he was highly esteemed
by all. During his school life he was
considered as a genius with a pen or
paint brush, as he displayed much talent
in that work.

Besides his parents, he leaves one sis-

ter, Lillian Gordon of New York, and
three brothers, Philip, a, petty officer in
the U. S. navy, who has just returned
from France; John A. Gordon, who has
served through the greater part of the
war, first as an ambulance driver with
foreign forces and lately in the French
army; and Norman Gordon, who recent-

ly was discharged from the United
States army after being overseas.

There Were at Least Four Times More

Bolsheviki Than GreeksGerman
Officers Said to Be in Com-

mand of the Latter.

Saloniki, Tuesday, March 18. The
Greek victory at Kherson, northwest of

Odessa, was won over a bolshevik force
of four times the strength of the Greek
division engaged, according to an official
statement issued at Greek army head-

quarters here. The statement declares
the bolshevik armies have been reorgan-
ized and are under the command of Ger-

man officers, a large number of whom
participated in the battle.

"The Greek troops realized an advance
to the depth of a little more than 12

miles, capturing numerous prisoners and
considerable booty," the statement adds.
"In spite of reinforcements ,the bolshe-
vik troops have not been able to recon-
stitute their line."

Lawrence, Mass., March 20. The tex-

Raiding parties of men and
women went from house to house ston-

ing windows, tearing down blinds and
rapping at doors with clubs. They were
not- - apprehended.

All the houses were thoe of mill op-
eratives who have continued at work.
None of the occupants was injured but
women and children were frightened and
spent the night slecplessly, dreading re-

turn of the marauders.

And Not Sec. of War Baker, as Paris

Vermont supreme court this morning
called in the attorneys in the Anna Felch
case HVid, Justice Taylor having read a
lengthy opinion on the matter of the
habeas corpus proceedings, the court di-

rected Orange county court to admit
Anna Felch Dexter to bail in the sum of
$.1,000 and while the court did not so
state in the docket entry it advised the
attorneys that it being out of term time
the matter could be taken before one of
the assistant judges and bail furnished.
The court, in the opinion, set forth that
the lower court was in error when it de-

clined to admit the woman to bail as a
matter of law.

The order follows: "Such bail not be-

ing offered here, the prisoner is remanded
to her former custody with an order that
she be held to bail in the sum of $5,000,
with two or more good and syflicient
sureties, the recognizance or bond to lie
conditioned as provided by law in crim-
inal cases pending in county court for
her personal appearance before the coun-

ty court, next to be held at Chelsea,, in
the county of Orange on the first Tues-

day in June, 1919, and from term to term
thereafter to answer to the indictment
there pending against her for the crime
of murder, mentioned above, in accord-
ance with the law in such case made
and provided, to be admitted to bail as
aforesaid, pursuant to the provisions of
section 2,230 of the general laws of the
state."

The case came to the supreme court
on the exceptions to the action of the
lower court in refusing to admit the
woman to bail on a matter of law which
the supreme court discussed at some
length and then sent back as an error.
The entry on the lower court docket
showed that the refusal of bail was as a
matter of law, while the higher court
did not have to deal with the matter of
discretion of the lower court had the
refusal of bail been made on that ground.

The woman is now in Orange county
jail and it is expected that one of the
judges of that court will shortly be
asked to accept pood and sufficient bail
for her release. The attorneys stated
that if they had anticipated the fact
that bail could have been furnished be-

fore the supreme court they would have
had bail present this morning.

Hale K. Darling, one of the attorneys
for the respondent, at the elitse of the

reading of the opinion, Uk exceptions
to the opinion read by the court for the
purposs, he stated, of saving the re-

spondent's rights on federal gVounds in-

timating, as has been heretofore stated,
that the case was to go to the United
States supreme court for a decision.
Iatcr in the morning he wrote out those
exceptions and filed the same with the
court.

The court, on the points made by the
respondent in argument when the habeas
corpus proceedings were ' presented, de-

cided that the supreme court had the
general authority and that it is not lim-

ited to special cases, as it was claimed
by the respondent in argument. In oth-

er words, the court held that it, being the
highest court of the state, can take jur-
isdiction and that it di so. It was
claimed by the respondent in argument
that the court could not remand the
case, because it s without authority,
but the court held it had and, therefore,
remanded the ease upon that authority.

.This case has been watched with a

great deal'of interest. The matter of
the discretion of the linger court in the
allowing bail was discussed at some

length, as well as the general laws gov-

"Anna Felch Bill" Progresses in Legisla-
ture.

Meanwhile the "Anna Felch bill"
makes progress in the legislature, the
measure having been passed by the
House yesterday afternoon, after a sharp
debate." The bill, H. 251, was passed by
a vote of 109 to 98. The climax of the
debute came when Mr. Clark of Brook-fiel- d

arose and said: "Gentlemen, I was
one of the grand jury that indicted Anna

Inasmuch as the first effect of the bill
would be to set the woman free, after
having had her case sent back front the
supreme court on error, this probably
clinched the thing for the lawyers, who,

By a vote of KiS to 4S, the Vermont
House of Representatives this morning
sustained the veto of 'Governor Clement
on S. 8, giving women the right to vote
for presidential electors, thus disposing
of the measure, which' was passed over
the veto by the Senate Tuesday , in a
most unmistakable manner. The debate
on the measure, which tain- - as a spe-
cial order at 10:30 o'clock brief and
telling.

At the oM'iiing of debate, Mr. White
of Woodstock tried to get the measure
put over as a special order for next
Wednesday, in order that more time
might be given for study of the matter.
His efforts were fruitless. He then
opened the debate for the passage of the
bill. He spoke of certain mysterious
things which had happened with refer-
ence to the holding up of the ratification
measure in the executive chamber and
said that be thought that measure and
this one had been handled rather m y
teriously by the governor. He stated
that the best legal opinion failed to find
anythtpg unconstitutional in the meas-
ure, and be urged the House not to 1u
deceived by this air of mystery which
surrounded it. .

The passage of the bill was also fa-

vored by Mr. Bond of Scarsburg and Mr.
Austin of Highgate, the former quoting
liberally from the constitution of the
United States and from the constitution
of Vermont to show that women should
have the same rights of suffrage as men
Mr. Austin said that, while he voted
against the suffrage measure originally,'
he would vote for its passage over the
governor's veto because be believed that
the measure was constitutional and that
the governor's veto would not affect it
one way or the other, because it was a
matter for the legislature to settle.

Mr. Witters of St. Johnsbury, Mr.
Alexander of St. Albans City, Mr. Car-

penter of Rich ford, Mr. Tracy of John-

son, Mr. Slayton of Morristown, M"
Buttles of Brandon and Mr. Childs ut
Wej bridge, nearly all of whom stated
that they voted for the original suffrage
measure, declared that, they would vote
to sustain the governor's veto, the gen-
eral opinion being expressed that, since
the governor had raised a question in

regard lo the uonstitutionality of the
measure, and because there might be a
danger of Vermont losing he electoral
votes at the next presidential election,
it would not, be best to take that sort of
a chance, when the time for proposing
constitutional amendments is so near.

"If the governor should be rifiht . and
some members of the House should lie
wrong." said Mr. Witters, "Vermont
might lose her four electoral votes in

the next presidential election."
Mr. Witters maintained that, while he

was a Democrat and from that point of
view might not be sorry to see those
votes lost, he was also a Vermonter and.
as such, he would be very sorry to sec
Vermont's votes lost.

Mr. Alexander said: "I do not believe
there is a stronger believer in the suf-

frage measure than I am. but I shall
vote y to sustain the governor's
veto."

He also stated that, if this suffiage
matter was not one upon which the gov-

ernor had a right to pass, it should not
have come in the form of a bill, and be
said that the governor had a perfect,
right to pass upon any biil which :: i

passed the legislature.
Mr. Tracy of Johnson further ad-

vanced the idea that, it' the goternor's
approval were not necessary to make
this measure n law, if it could become ;i

law, regardless of his action, it would
make no difference whether or not it.

were passed over his veto and, therefore,
though a firm supporter of suffrage, ho
would vole to sustain the eto, lest there
bo any chance of Vermont losing her
electoral votes.

pool. The surplus in Chile, representing
about a third of the total, will be han-
dled through the British pool at not less
than cost price.

The agreement reached with the
American nitrate pool, it is stated, pro-
vides for return of the surplus to the
concerns from which it was purchased, to
be sold at market price and without re-

striction in the period prior to the with-
drawal of importation buarriers. After
these restrictions have been withdrawn
the manufacturers and importers have
agreed to one pound of government stock
for every two pounds of their own.

In order to facilitate the work of ad-

justing contracts and agreements entered
into prior to the armistice, instructions
have been issued that no discharge or
resignation of any officer or civilian en-

gaged in the work of settlement of con-

tracts will be accepted, except with the
approval of Director of .Munitions Crow-el- l.

The petition recites that 21
are not detained by any process of man-
date issued by any court, and in general
follows the lines of the legal fight that
wa.s successful in gaining the freedom of
12 of the prisoners and the refusal to al-

low the present petitioners their free-
dom.

All of the 21 seeking to avoid deporta-
tion were recently brought to Ellis Is-

land from the west.
